He believes that a few engineers could 
perform the work done by many engin- 
eers employed by both boards. 

He pointed out that the general ex- 
penses of the park commission and the 
water and sewerage board, for salaries 
of those employed in their offices and for 
office expense, were respectively $55,652 
and $71,281 last year. He said he be- 
lieved that by consolidation these ex- 
perses would be very much reduced. 


Consideration of Senator Levi H. Green- 
wood’s substitute resolve relative to giv- 
ing the Governor power to investigate 
the state departments, which comes up 
in the Senate this afternoon, is expected 
to precipitate the first big legislative 
contest of the year. 

Mr. Greenwood would give the author- 
itv to hire assistants to investigate to 
a committee consisting of the Governor 
and the chairmen of the ways and means 
committees of the House and Senate. 
The resolve for which he proposes to 
substitute his bill would give the ex- 
ecutive the sole power of hiring these 
experts. This resolve was passed by an 
overwhelming vote in the House with the 
support of Speaker Walker and other 
Republicans. 

Mr. Walker said that if the Greenwood 
resolve was passed by the Senate he 
would oppose it when it came to the 
House. He said that to delegaie the 
investigating power to a committee of 
three would divide the responsibility and 
relieve the Governor of a duty and re- 
sponsibility which Was placed upon him 
by the Walker budget act of last year.

Senator Greenwood, who is chairman 
of the Senate committee on ways and 
means and one of the leaders in the 
upper branch, urges the acceptance of 
his substitute resolve on the ground that 
it would be a mistake for the Legisla- 
ture to delegate so much power to the 
Governor. 

If there is to be an investigation of 
the state departments for the purpose 
of determining what sums of money 
should be appropriated for their main- 
tenance, Mr. Greenwood says that in 
his opinion such investigation should be 
‘carried on in part at least by the Leg- 
islature,.awhich has the power under the 
state constitution of making appropria- 
tions. 

Many members of the Senate of both 
parties are known to be favorable to the 
substitution of Senator Greenwood’s re- 
solve for that passed by the House, and 
the consensus of 6pinion among the 
Senate members appears to be that the 
move will succeed. : 


In case the Greenwood resolve passes 
the Senate and fails to be accepted by 
the House it is said what a committee 
of conference consisting of members of 
both branches will be immediately ap- 
pointed to settle the question. 


The members of the House who were 
opposed to the resolve when passed are 
led by Norman H. White of Brookline, 
chairman of the committee on ways and 
means. At the time of passing this 
measure these members were opposed to 
giving any authority to investigate to 
the Governor. 

It is said that many of them have 
taken Senator Greenwood’s view since 
then that this authority ought to be di- 
vided between the legislative and exec- 
utive departments. 
ready to support the senator’s measure 
if it comes before the House. 


Governor Foss, replying to a _ letter 
from J. J. Brooks, general counsel of the 
Pennsylvania lines west of Pittsburg, in

In this there is no penalty on living, for 
the greater burdens of taxation are thus 
automatically adjusted to those most 
able to bear them.”

The impression, amounting almost to 
a certainty, exists in government circles 
that Mr. Asquith has obtained the con- 
sent of the King to this very ‘creation.

LONDON-—At a meeting of the ama- 
teur golf championship delegates in Edin- 


burgh one or two important matters 
were discussed. 

The chief point was the choice of a 
course for the amateur championship of 
1912. The decision lay between Jort- 
marnock, Ireland, and Westwarc Ho in 
Devonshire; the latter was eventually 
chosen. This well known course is 
within six hours of London and con- 
sequently a great deal more convenient 
than the Irish course would have been. 
It is the course belonging to the Royal 
North Devon Club which dates back as 
far as 1864. The links occupy an unique 
position, commanding a view of the At- 
lantic, Bristol channel, Exmoor, Lundy 
island, Hartland point and the estuary 
of the river Torridge and Taw. The 
choice of this course will doubtless give 
great satisfaction. 

A good deal of discussion was caused 
by the attempt to define an amateur 
golfer. The following clause was even- 
tually approved and was sent back to the 
committee to be redrafted: viz., “An 
amateur golfer is one who never carried 
clubs for hire after attaining the age 
of 16 yvears, who has never received 
anv consideration for playing or for 
teaching the game and has never played 
for a money prize in any competition.”

“We have had at different times and 
in almost every Congress congressmen at 
large from one or amore states. Although 
there have been many members of the 
House of long and distinguished service, 
whose names are famous and familiar 
in our history, I do not associate them 
particularly with the office of congress- 
man at large. Those who have given 
more a‘tention to the subject than I, 
could, without doubt, easily and at once 
give a list of the eminent men who have 
served in that capacity as representa- 
tives of entire states. In the case of 
the Senate no special inquiry is needed. 

“Every schoolboy can recite the names 
of senators chosen by legislatures dur- 
ing the last 120 years whose ability and 
talents have adorned the annals of this 
body and been conspicuous in our his- 
tory. It requires indeed but slight fa- 
miliaritvy with the history of the United 
States to know that Clay. Webster and 
Calhoun. John Quincy Adams, Benton, 
Seward and Sumner have been numbered 
among the greatest senators of the 
United States, and in mentioning them 
I mention but very few as examples of 
a very remarkable list. 

“Whatever the cause, I think these 
senators of whom I have spoken, and 
many others equally deserving of re- 
membrance, will compare not unfavora- 
bly with the congressmen at large who 
have represgnted states in the House of 
tepresentatives. I know, of course, that 
the past results of the system have but 
little bearing upon a reform which rests 
80 Wholly upon its abstract merits, but 
those results are not without a’ certain 
historic or antiquarian interest, and this 
must be my excuse for alluding’ to them. 

“Possibly the secret of the high de-

| the men who framed the constitution of 
the United States. It is the fashion 
just now to speak of them as worthy, 
able and patriotic persons whom we 
are proud to have embalmed in our his- 
tory, but toward whom né. enlightened 
man would now think of turning se- 
riously for either guidance or instruction, 
so thoroughly has everything been al- 
tered. 

“It is commonly said that they dealt 
| wisely and well with the problems of 


us, and that it would be worse than 
folly to be in any degree governed by the 
opinions of men who lived; under such 
wholly different conditions.’ It seems to 
me that this view is partial and not 
wholly correct or complete... . 
“These makers of the constitution not 


only dealt with many conditions which 


are precisely the same today as they 
were then and which will be the same 
tomorrow—in other werds, with con- 
ditionssas old as recorded history—but 
they also dealt with certain questions 


in regard to which they had a peculiar 


and expert knowledge. 

“They established a government which 
dealt not with the states, but directly 
with the people of the states. They 
brought the central government into im- 
mediate-contact with the individual man. 
They created a real citizenship of the 
United States and thenceforth every 
American had a dual citizenship—that of 
his own state and that of. the United 
States, 

“It is not too much to say that among 
all the great solutions which these men 
presented for the difficult problems they 
were called upon to meet this was per- 
haps the most remarkable. It certainly 
was the most vital. It breathed the 
breath of life into the government of the 
constitution, and that principle of the 
direct relation between the people of the 
United States and the central govern- 
ment runs through every provision of the 
instrument. 


Strikes at Government 

“In pursuance of this policy they pro- 
vided that the United States should have 
the power, if the need arose, to arrange 
for or to regulate the election of senators 
and representatives and to provide for 
the time of choosing the presidential! 
electors and for fixing the day on which 
the electors should give their votes; thai 
day to be the same throughout the 
United States. 

“That the United States should have 
this power in reserve was fundamental. 
No government can hope to live if it can 
not provide the means by which it lives, 
if it can not protect its own existence, 
It is this very power which this joint 
resolution proposes to destroy so far as 
it relates to the election of senators. 

“Not content with destruction, the 
resolution, as [I have already said, by 
direct and affirmative words fives the 
whole control of the election of senators 
to the several states. This plan violates 
the fundamental principle upon which 
the framers of the constitution proceeded 
in establishing the government, the prin- 
ciple without which they did not be- 
lieve, and thetr belief was founded on 
bitter experience, that any government 
could possibly survive. 

“It is now proposed to put the United | 
States government, so far as the election | 
of senators is concerned, at the mercy 
of the states. It is proposed to take 
from the United States any power to 
protect its own citizens in the exercise 
of their rights, no matter how great the 
need be for such protection. If this 
amendment should become a law, 23 
states, including perhaps only a minority 
of the population, could at any moment 
arrest the movement of the government 
and stop all its operations. 

“To change the mechanism of choosing 
senators, or presidents, or representa- 
tives is a serious matter requiring careful 
consideration; but this new proposition 
strikes at the very root of the national 
government. To call such a scheme as 
this progressive is a mockery; it is retro- 
gression and reaction of an extreme kind. 
If adopted, it would carry the govern- 
ment back to the controversies and the 
struggles out of which the constitution 
was born, and which beset and endan- 
gered the infancy of the United States. 

“The framers of the constitution, with 
a bitter experience an@ an intimate 
knowledge of what was needed to assure 
life and success to,the Union of States. 
were at special pains in the matter of 
presidential electors to provide that 
there should be uniformity in their elec- 
tion and in the time of their meeting. 
The reservation of paragraph one of sec- 
tion four in regard to senators, which it 
is now proposed to erase, in like manner 
assured uniformity in senatorial elec- 
tions. 

“With that provision gone senators, 
whether chosen by a legislature or by. a 
direct popular vote, may be elected at 
any time in any manner which the whim 
of any state may suggest. This absence 
of uniformity would of itself tend to 
throw our government into confusion; 
vet the absence of uniformity is not 
comparable in importance to the fact 
that this proposed excision of the para- 
graph of the eonstitution which ‘reserves 
the right to regulate the election of 
senators might endanger the very exist- 
ence of the government itself. —~

“I can_not believe that such a propo- 
sition as this will. be accepted by Con- 
gress, I can not believe that the country 
would tolerate it if it were once under- 
stood. Too much has been sacrificed to 
preserve the union of the states and to 
maintain the national government to 
permit any tanipering with those clauses 
which, guard .its very life. ..°. 

“We are now told that popular gov- 
ernment ‘has been lost in the half cen- 
tury which has elapsed since Lincoln; 
‘that ‘the interests’ have taken posses- 
sien of Congress and courts and execu- 
tives, and the only escapé is to be found 
in radically changing our organic law. 
That the great combinations’ of capital 
which have grown up in the last 40 
years—the moneyed interests of the 
country-—-rose to great political power 
at one time and exercised such power 
to a dangerous degree is, I think, beyond 
question. The people became alarmed 
and aroused and intelligent persons were 
not lacking to take full advantage of 
this state of the public mind. 

“In any event the outcome was what 
was to have been expected. The govern- 
ment which, under the constitution, had 
been able to face 11 powerful states in 
arms, to maintain the Union and abolish 
slavery, has proVed abundantly. able to 
check the influence of money, which is as 
dangerous as it is insidious, and to put 
an end to unwholesome political power 
in great combinations of capital, whether 
in transportation, industry, or finance. 
Any danger of the moneyed interests 
getting even partial control of the gov- 
ernment or acquiring undue political in- 
fluence has been brought to an end in 
the last 10 vears. 


Money Power Vanquished 


“Just now the financial, business, and 
corporate interests of ‘the country seem 
far more concerned in trying to find out 
whether they are to be allowed to live 
and breathe than in seeking to control 
anybody else in: politics or out of poli- 
tics. It has been a great and important 
work. I have seen the moneyed interests 


and [ Have witnessed their political 
power decline which hag been reasonably 
complete: 

“That particular peril of money taking 
control. of the national government will 
not, in.my opinion, ever return. Thére 
is, as I haye said, much important legis- 
lation to be passed, many most impor- 
tant reforms in administration and in 


in the plenitude of their political power ; 


the making and enforcement of laws to 
be effected, but the danger of the politi- 
cal domination of money has been met 
and put aside. It will neyer reappear 
unless it is invited to do so, and unless 
opportunity is made by constitutional 
changes for its reinstatement in political 
authority. 

“All this has been accomplished, all 
the legislation regulating trusts and 
transportation and food production has 
been carried to enactment undér the con- 
stitution as it is. 

“The framers of the constitution, I re- 
peat, believed that they were |making ‘a 
popular government. It did not occur 
to them that they were destroying the 
popular quality of their work by ordain- 
ing that presidents should be chosen by 
electoral colleges or senators by legisla- 
tures, because those provisions were in 
their eyes only the mechanical part of 
the government, were merely machinery 
devised, as they thought, to bring the 
best results, for in their old-time way 
they were much concerned about results. 

“The unbroken lesson of history, much 
reenforced since 1787, was then, as it is 
now, that when representative govern- 
ment has been emasculated or destroyed 
political freedom and personal liberty 
have not long survived. So the framers 


of the constitution guarded carefully the | 


| 


and for all the independence of the ju- 
diciary. Once destroyed, centuries of 
bitter experience would be required to 
restore it as they were to establish it. 
“This second alteration in our constt- 
tutional principles, as [ am well aware, 


but it has been seriously proposed in a 
projected state constitution which may 
soon come before the President and 
Congress. I desire in closing to say a 
few words in regard to it, because this 
movement for the recall of judges when- 
ever their decisions may displease any 
numerous or powerful portion of the 
community or any great financial in- 
terest seems to me to grow out of the 
theories of our new schools of political 
and constitutional thought and to be 
more momentous in its consequences 
than anything that has yet been sug- 
gested. 

“[ am very far fronp believing that our 
judicial system is petfect; nothing hu- 
man, nothing that depends upon the 
action of man, can be. Not long ago 
the President of the United States said 
that the methods of legal procedure in 
some of the states were a’ disgrace to 
civilization, and I cordially agree with 
this view, especially when it is applied 
to the procedure in criminal cases, We

A» memorial exhibition of the work 
of Winslow Homer was. cpened to the 
press at the Boston Art Museum this 
afternoon, to be followed by a private 
view. on Tuesday to the annual subscrib- ' 
ers and those who have loaned the pic- 
Lures. . 

The paintings are hung in the north 
gallery, where the La Farge exhibition 
has just been held, and makes a more 
‘brilliant exhibition than the latter on 
account of the very fine oil paintings 
and the boldness of the water colors. 
There are six oil paintings and about 65 
water colors, covering all the period of 
Homer’s artistic cafeer. 

Winslow Homer was born and edu- 
cated in Cambridge. He began his art 
career there and in Boston, and spent 
his summers painting along the New 
England coast, so Boston feels a propri- 
etary right-to his work and a pride in 
her son. 


Ife was always fond of hunting, fishing |’ 


and outdoor life, ahd his love of nature 

and careful observation of her various 

phases are shown in all his pictures. 

He worked in a lithographer’s shop in 
Boston for two years, then had his 
own studio here and sent drawings on 
to Harper & Bros, in New York. 

During the Civil war he represented 
Harpers at the front, At this period 
he also painted southern scenes of negro 
life. | < 

On his return to New York he worked 
in the night school of the National 
Academy and in 1864 exhibited “Pris- 
oners from the Front,” his first picture 
to give him a wide reputation. 

His following work may be classed 
in different periods—the scenes from 
Gloucester; those from Tynemouth. 
Scotland; Santiago de Cuba; the Adi- 
rondacks. and Prouts Neck, Maine. 

Two of the oil paintings are early 
Works, being painted about 1867 or 1869. 
One -of them, the “Huntsman = and 
Hounds.” is owned by Mrs. Baucel La

PLAN BOISE-ADA ROAD. 


FAVORABLE REPORTS 


WASHINGTON—“TIf the necessary ap- 
propriation were available I would estab- 


lish postal savings banks at once in 500 


additional cities and towns of the United 
States.” 

This statement is made by Postmaster 

(;eneral Hitchcock as a sequel to his 
perusal of reports thus far received con- 
cerning the first month’s operation of the 
postal savings system, which are very 
satisfactory and are regarded as con- 
elusive evidence that the new system 
has passed the experimental stage. He 
therefore asks Congress for an appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000 for the purpose. 
The certificate of deposit plan, which 
an innovation in the transaction of 
postal savings business. is shown to be 
admirably adapted to its purpose. It 
found to be readily. understood by de- 
positors and easily managed by post- 
niasters. 

The total deposits in the 48 existing 
postal banks for the month of January 
to approximately $60,000.

This is an average of about $1200. 


‘suming that this average will be main- 


tained throughout the vear. the aggre- 
gate annual deposits will be close to 
&750,000. It is assumed by the officers of 
the svstem that the deposits will be 
correspondingly greater when the serv- 
ice is extended to first class offices. 

The average amount of deposits at 
each oftice, as indicated by the January 
returns, is larger than the correspond- 
ing average for the British system of 
postal savings depositories in 1908, the 
most suecess{ul vear in the history of 
that system. 

A large majority of the depositors in 
January were from the immigrant class. 
many of whom have been in the habit 
of sending their savings to their native 
countries for deposit. An important re- 
sult of the system, therefore, is to di- 
minish the outflow from the United 
States of such funds. 

In view of the successful operation of 
the new system during its first month 
Postmaster-General Hitchcock has recom- 
mended to Congress that the appropria- 
tion of $1,000,000, for which he appeals. 
shall be made immediately available for 
the extension of the postal savings 
system to a considerable number of post- 
offices, the patrons of which are asking 
for the new banks. '

NEVADA WATER CHUTE FINISHED. 

FALLON. Nev.—The chute which al- 
lows the water of the government canal 
tapping the Truckee river to flow into 
the Carson river, has been opened and 
the water allowed «o flow through the 
cement work into what will soon be the 
oreat lower Carson reservoir. The chute 
is 200 feet long. The work of construe- 
tion was commenced in June and the 
cost is about $28,000. 


NEW INDIANA INTERURBAN LINES. 
COLUMBUS, Ind.—Grade stakes have 
been set for an interurban line from 
Nashville, Brown county. to Fruitdale, a 
point on the Indianapolis Southern rail- 
road, eight miles from Nashville, and 
construction work is to be commenced 
at once. It is the intention to make of 
the road a part of an interurban system 
to be built later from Indianapolis to 
Evansville.

MEMPHIS, Tenn.—Work on what 
will be the most up-to-date athletic club 
in the South will in the near 
future at 200-208 Madison avenue.

PORCHES AND SUN ROOMS. 


Styles in dwellings nowadays call for 
plenty of porch room, and usually a sun 
room, too, says “S. L. 
land Plain Dealer. 

No home which 


a 


is 
provision being made for porches or 
verandas. 
where the porch must be put. 
the more unusual its location, if artisti- 
cally placed, the better the effect. 
the front or ends of a house is the usual | 
location, 
tacked on corners, built away under the 
roof, or a space left open which, if in- 
closed, would provide a regular room for 
the residence. 

Porches naturally cost money to build. 
but they are one of the best investments 
a home owner can have, particularly if 
there is sufficient reom about the house 
to set it off to advantage. In bungalows 
particularly the porches are the main 
feature. In India, where bungalows 
originated, the houses are mere boxes 
containing several rooms, with a wide 
porch around all four sides of the build- 
ing. The occupants of the house fre- 
quently sleep out on the verandas when 
they are properly screened in. 


Porches usually fit into the architec- | 


tural scheme without apparent effort, es- 
pecially if intended from the first that 
they are to be a part of the residence. 
In the so-called colonial stvle of houses 
it is often’ difficult to provide a wide 


porch on the simpler types. Of course in 


the massive old mansions where great 
pHlars are used in front there was al- 
ways plenty of porch room, but on the 
smaller colonial houses, with simple door- 
ways enteritig from small platforms in 
front, the problem is more difficult to 
solve. It can often be accomplished, how- 
ever, by putting porches at each end, 
so that the architectural scheme will 
balance. 

In building a porch see that the 
contractor allows plenty of ventilation 
beneath it, for if it is sdlidly inclosed it 
will only be a few years before dry rot 
attacks the timbers and flooring, and it 
will have to be replaced. Do not build 
a porch with wooden supports set in the 
earth. Have concrete or masonry founda- 
vions under the supports if they are of 
wood. Brick piers are better, however, 


Ot course, an intelligent contractor will 
allow plenty of slope to the porch floor, 
so that it will shed any water which 
dashes upon it during storms. Care 


should also be taken to see that the roof |

COAL AND COKE 
MOVEMENTS IN 
THE PAST YEAR 


ways Greatly Profit by the 
Illinois Strike — Heavy 
Shipments From the East. 


Leading commercial movements of coal 
and coke are discussed in the review of 
mternal commerce for the past year, 
about to be published by the bureau of 
st<tistiés of the department of com- 
merce and labor as part of the December 
summary of commerc: and finance. ' 

While labor difficulties in the Illinois 
and the southwestern fields resulted 
in a shrinkage of oytput and tonnage 


Si within the territory affected, they also 


caused larger movements of coals from 
the contiruous fields as well as an in- 
creased demand for liquie fuel, the eon- 
sumption of which in the Southwest and 


during the past year. In particular, the 
effects of the Illinois strike may be seen 
in the larger tonnage figures, for the more 
important eastern coal-carrying railroads. 

Shipments during the past year of 
anthracite coal from eastern producing 
territory, 64,905,726 long tons, exceeded 


total was exceeded only once, in 1907, 
the year following the great anthracite 
strike, when the year’s shipments 
amounted to 67,109,393 long tons. In 
view of the restricted area and increas- 
ing cost of -production of anthracite 
coal, the general opinion is that no de- 
cided increase of the supply of this class 
of coal is to be expected in the future. 
Almost» one fourth of the total shipped, 
viz, 15,036,622 long tons, was handled in 
and around New York for shipments to 
New York city proper, or to other At- 
lantic ports. Coastwise shipments of 
anthracite from Philadelphia during the 
year totaled 1,980,830 long tons, while 
coastwise shipments from Balitmore are 
reported as 272,695 long tons. The lake 
movement of anthracite from Lake Erie 
ports, mainly Buffalo, to Lake Michigan 
and Lake Superior ports, 4,170,813 short 
tons, was about 15 per cent heavier than 
in 1909. 

The bituminous coal movement in the 
East, as reported by eight leading coal- 
carrving roads, totaled 120,214,891 short 
tons, or about 15 per cent in excess of 
the 1909 total, and elosely approximated 


|the record movement for 1907. 


BANK CLEARINGS 
FOR JANUARY 


" Bank clearings during the month of 
January at all leading cities in the 
United States, according to the statement 
R. G. Dun & Co., which 
includes returns from 115 important cen- 
ters, aggregated $14,373,838,207, a de- 
crease of 15.8 per cent, as compared with 
the corresponding month a year ago, but 
a gain of 2.7 per cent over the same 
month in 1908. While this is a very 
pronounced decline from the figures of 
last year, most of the loss is provided by 
New York city and a few other large 
cities, the returns from the majority of 
those reporting being:fairly satisfactory ; 
moreover, the volume of bank clearings 
in Januarv, 1910, were at about the 
highest point ever recorded. 

The total of the cities in the New 
England states shows some loss as com- 
pared with last year, mainly owing to 
smaller returns from Boston and a num- 
ber of other centers, which doubtless re- 
flect unsettled conditions in certain lead- 
ing industries, but some cities report 
gains, notably Worcester, Portland, Me., 
and New Haven; and at every point there

A number of the leading cities in the 
middie Atlantic states report more or less 
decrease, which results in some loss in 
the total; but Albany, Buffalo. Bing- 
hamton, Greensburg and Chester make 
a favorable comparison with last year 
and at the majority of cities there are 
good gains over 1909. 


WELLS FARGO TO 
QUIT BANKING 


The business of Wells, Fargo & Co.’s 
bank will be turned over shortly to the 
National Park Bank of New York city. 
This transfer will record the first actual 
step taken by any of the country’s big 
express companies to quit the banking 
field, a matter which has been agitated 
by banking institutions for many years. 

Wells, Fargo & Co.’s bank was, formed 
in 1852 as a state institution in New 
York and it has among its correspondents 
the Wells-Fargo-Nevada National Bank 
of San Francisco, the United States Na- 
tional of Portland, Ore., and Walker 
Bros. of Salt Lake City. 

According to the latest available report 
the Wells-Fargo Bank had a capital of 
$100,000, surplus and undivided profits of 
$155,000 and tatal deposits of $2,900,000. 

The National Park Bank at the close of 
business Jan. 7 had $35,000,000 individual 
deposits, while there was due to private 
banks and bankers $17,000,000. 

The California branch of the com- 
pany’s banking business has been a more 
important factor than that in the East 
for its deposits total $25,000,000 and its 
surplus and undivided profits amount 
to $5,000,000. The western branch, how- 
ever, Will not be included in the trans- 
action.

GATUN, C. Z.—Work on the approach 
to the lower lock at Gatun has begun. 
The excavation under the approach wall, 
which is a continuation of the center 
wall of the locks, must go down to 50 
feet below sea level, and that in the 
approach channel to 41 feet below sea 
level.

VALUABLE FIND IS

Dr. Vahuda is of 
the opinion that these tablets, which 
date back to about 900 B. C., are among 
the most valuable of the finds of recent 
years in Palestine.

LAMOS, Sonora, Mexico, is on the 


western side of the republic in the, 


district of Alamos, which borders on 
the east coast of the gulf of California. 
This city of about 5000 inhabitants -is 
over 250 vears old. 

‘ This section of the state of Sonora 
is very rich in minerals, gold, silver 
lead, zinc and copper, and there are 
many mines rich in gold and silver. They 
were worked as long as 300 years 
ago by the Spanish, and when they 
had to abandon them the works were 
destroyed, the mines covered up as well 
as could be and up to the present time 
many are still lost. Now and then ac- 
cidentally one is rediscovered. 

The Quintera mine at Aduanda, five 


'miles from Alamos, owned by’a French 
‘company, but now closed, has produced 
‘many millions. It is said that when 
it was worked; by its Méxican oyner 
it was so rich in silver that upon the 
wedding day of his daughter he paved 
the walk from his home to the church 
with silver ingots. 

The state of Sonora is without doubt 
one of the richest countries in mrinerals. 
Its agricultural Jands are also of the 
best. The Yaqui and Mayo river valleys 
are very Fertile.

the kingdom in 1861, the national committees wisely selected Rome’ 


as the most fitting stage for the display of Italian art and artistic 
advancement. An art center in itself, the city on the Tiber will 
perhaps have its greatest opportunity in decades to popularize* the 
study of its archeological and architectural treasures. But apart 
from the time-honored features that still have their fascination, 
innovations should prove no less attractive. For where displays 
of paintings-are usually housed in buildings, either closely connected 
or within a circumscribed territory, the exhibitions of canvases 
in Rome will not be in one locality but many. With the building 
of modern art located between the Papa Giulio Museum and the 
famous Borghese ‘gardens, other parts of the city will have col- 
lections comprising the history and art of the middle ages, the ren- 
aissance and the half-century period. : 
The Turin exposition will have industrialism as its strongest 
card. It is in northern Italy that agricultural and industrial prog- 
ress have been most noticeable. Training schools have afforded

do something. 


It is anticipated by Senator Gallinger that it will result in 
596 sailings a year from eleven United States ports to the Canal 


Zone and South America. No great expenditure is to be involved 


in all this. No extraordinary obligation is to be assumed. The 
country is not committing itself to subsidy. All that the enactment 
of the Gallinger measure will mean is that the nation, in a small 
way, has undertaken to help the merchant marine to help itself. 


Nobody can get very rich from the subvention. It will take noth- — 


ing from the treasury but a surplus of ocean mail earnings that 
should properly be employed in improving the ocean mail service. 
It will give at least a little lift to an industry that has been per- 
mitted to languish for half a century.

It can be said for the commonwealth of 
Australia that the ties that bind her to the 
United Kingdom are those of true affection 
and apparently of mutual advantage. But 
as the population increases and trade expands Goods and 
a nation’s circle of acquaintance widens. 

And. as international friendship underlies Australia 
international commerce, it would seem that | :

attested that goods of American manufacture often peculiarly fit 
their requirements. ; 

By It is apparent that the trade between Australasia and the out- 
side. world is largely in favor of Great Britain. And it will take 
considerably more than the mere cutting of prices to convince the 
people of the south Pacific that there should be a change in their 
relations with the mother country. But even the preferential tariff 
has been unable to keep other countries out of the Australian 
market. Earnest investigators in England are seeking for the cause. 

Commercial history is replete with data showing that demand 
and supply govern international trade, often regardless of tariff 
barriers. If an American-made automobile is considered superior 
to other-makes it will find its market even where there is a tariff 
against it. If agricultural machinery from the United States has 
proved the best for developing virgin territories elsewhere Amer- 
ican manufacturers may fairly expect a share of the Australian 
business. The New England shoe manufacturer should be able to 
place his proguct in New South Wales, Victoria, Queensland and 
the other states on the strength of quality alone. And when 
Australians themselves are virtually asking the world to sell them 
goods, the British manufacturers may well look to Australia for 
an explanation of any lessening of! British sales. 

It is rather significant that while the United States and Canada 
are making ready for a reciprocity treaty, Australia is proposing 
that some s'milar arrangement shall take place between that com- 
monwealth and the Dominion. This is another evidence, apparently, 
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worth noting. Here is a city that boasts 
of a bridge, built by its public works depart- 
ment in the fourteenth century, that is as 
sound and solid today as it ever was. Frankfort was a great com- 
mercial, financial and literary center centuries ago, and it has always 
held a high reputation for the substantial character of its industrial, 
mercantile and banking interests, but it was supposed up to a com- 
paratively few years ago to have seen its best days. 

In 1900 Frankfort had 288,489 inhabitants. The tide had

that Australia feels the need of broadening out. It is to be expected 
that whatever the tariff changes, they will remain a part of the 
trade policy of the British empire.
